The prior art fails to teach an kit for establishing percutaneous vascular access to a patient 
during a fluid transfer procedure that includes a tubular body with a tapered protrusion defined 
upon an exterior surface of the tubular body where the tapered protrusion is spaced from and 
proximate to a tapered bevel in combination with the protrusion capable of being in registry with 
a longitudinal groove where intussusception of the protrusion in the groove prevents extraction 
of the engagement member from the groove during a fluid transfer procedure.
